Information Disclosure Statement 

The IDS submitted 03/04/2004 is being re-submitted to account for missing dates 
on 2 of the cited non patent literature documents. 

Response to Amendment 
The Examiner acknowledges the amending of claims 1 , 29, 78 and 79. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 1 1/25/2008, with respect to claim 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of the claims have been 
withdrawn. 

The Examiner notes the Applicant's comparison of the McCall and Stone 
references and notes the Applicant's distinction between the planar micro cavity of 
McCall and the deformed spherical micro cavity of Stone. The Examiner agrees that 
Stone's spherical cavity does not seem to be appreciably deformed (from fig. 5) to 
reasonably consider the cavity to be planar. Henceforth, for clarity, the Examiner is 
taking the meaning of "planar" to be a structure whose flat (planar) surface is the 
surface of the largest dimension. Thereby a slightly deformed sphere would not be 
considered planar, while a typical disc or severely deformed sphere would be 
considered planar. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-8, 10-22, 28-33, 35-41, 43-58, 60-62, 67, 78, 79, 81, and 82 are 
allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1, 29, 67, 78, and 79 outline a micro cavity resonator device wherein the 
structure is planar (see above) and has a Q value of at least 1x1 0 A 8. The prior art cited 
was found to teach non-planar micro cavities with higher Q values, and also the claimed 
structure of the planar micro cavity. The Examiner notes that the structural shape plays 
an integral part in the Q value obtained, making the combination of a spherical 
resonator with a large value and a disk type resonator with a small Q value unobvious. 
The prior art failed to disclose, or make obvious, a planar micro cavity structure having 
the extremely high Q value. Prior art such as US 2002/0080842 taught the use of both 
spherical and disk type devices, wherein the spherical devices had very high Q values, 
but failed to teach a correspondingly high Q values for the disk type alternate structure. 
For these reasons the claims are believed to be in condition for allowance.
